I certainly. hope Steve Booth did 
more research on his book about 
enduros than he did on his letter about 
the Cowbell. 

While no riders like to see several 
zeroes in an enduro, certainly the 
Cowbell was no way to rectify that 
situation. 

A good enduro should have some 
sections that take points from everyone 
followed by easier sections, lower 
averages, or resets to let most riders get 
back on time. The Cowbell was flat- 
out racing for the whole 100 miles. 
This may be great for the handful of 
"A" riders who can enjoy and ride 
those conditions, but for the vast 
majority of other contestants it is 
unfair, dangerous, and bound to be 
discouraging. And it is that vast 
majority, by virtue of their entry 
money, that makes enduros possible. 

I'm not crying about the Cowbell. I 
personally enjoyed it and ended up 
seventh overall. But I'm sure if there 
are too many more runs like it, there 
will be a lot of "B" and "C" riders 
hanging up their helmets. And instead 
of riding enduros, they will just read 
about them. Like Steve Booth does.

As many people may know, Castle 
Rock has not in the past been a 
popular National with the  self- 
proclaimed kings of pro racing from 
the Northeast. Few have been very 
successful at Castle Rock and have 
claimed it to be set up for the 
hometown riders. 

In view of this dissatisfaction with 
Castle Rock, AMA has chosen to 
attempt to move the National to the 
Super Dome in Seattle, taking the 
promotion from the only club 
promoted National in the West. This 
club provides a pre-national series to 
develop pro riders for the circuit and 
an opportunity to have local pro 
competition in the’ Northwest. The 
Michigan kings have not over the years 
been very successful against this local 
competition, hence their 
dissatisfaction and influence over 
AMA to abandon this very popular 
spectator National. 

From past experience we have found 
commercial promoters pocket the 
profits and run, not providing any 
developmental pro series as Mt. St. 
Helens M.C. does in the weeks 
preceding the National. This type of 
situation has led the National circuit 
to be an exhibition of one brand of 
machinery, which is not a true display 
of racing. It is the responsibility of the 
members of AMA to flood its office 
with objections to situations such as 
the elimination of the Castle Rock 
National and demand that our 
associations staff not be influenced by 
corporate interests that are destroying 
the American founded sport of dirt 
track racing. Demand that action be 
taken to broaden the scope of non- 
national dirt track racing. 

Let AMA know we need a Castle 
Rock National in the Northwest and a 
greater variety of machinery on the 
dirt tracks.

Thus the 
present policy was put into effect. 

Mr. Richter thanked me for my 
letter, saying such letters were 
important because they caused the 
Raceway to re-assess past decisions. 
The Raceway is now considering 
alternatives to the present policy. 
Richter, being a businessman, wants 
to make it convenient for motorcyclists 
to attend events, but wants no 
repetition of the past problems. 

I think the most important result of 
my letter is that our plight is under 
consideration.

Street is Neat.

Since I have only received two 
letters about this here column, 
and since both of them are from street 
riders who didn't know there was a 
Biker newsmagazine, it only goes to 
tonfirm that dirt bikers can't read. 
ince dirt bike riding is a sport for the 
infirm of mind anyway, this was to be 
expected. 
| Well, so much for the berm 
bouncers and the dirt clod eaters. Let's 
get down to the nitty gritty. Out on the 
Street, where fine young women roam 
land the riding is smooth. This is just a 
sampling of what you would already 
know if you read Biker. 
| The last vestage of sanity held by 
Evel Knievel must have been drained 
fin his last accident. On the day before 
he was to report to the can for 
incarceration, he opened his oral 
cavity and exclaimed that he was 
going to jump out of a bomber at 
340,000 feet, without a parachute, and 
land in a pile of hay. 

This is the same man that was used 
by the Department of Transportation 
as an example of what all upright 
bikers should be like, when we were 
fighting the mandatory helmet laws in 
Washington. He was for the lid law, by 
the way. Figures, doesn’t it? Anybody 
with his outlook on life should be 
forced to wear a skid lid.

Disconnect your 
battery. Put the bike up on blocks and 
«let some of the air out of the tires. Not 
call of it, just take 'em down to about 10 
ppounds of pressure. That way they 
ewon't come off the rim, but they will 
last longer also. If you are going to be 
storing your bike for over a year, drain 
the gas out of the float bowls and the 
"gas tank. Less than a year you should 
fill the tank to the top, so water won't 
“condense in the tank., 

There are some other little tips, but 
I'm not going to tell you what they are. 
If you're a street biker you can find out 
in Bzker, and if you're a dirt bike 
rider, well, like they said in the 

` movies, “Frankly Scarlett, I don’t give 
a damn.”

Glover, DiStefano and Smith evaluate the AMA pro MX business

Professional motocross in the United States is a young, fast-growing sport. Changes occur almost weekly. 
Rule changes keep abreast of new situations. Format changes (Supercross, for example) help the sport's 
popularity expand. Champions change as top-ranked riders from the old guard fall to the upward bound 
young lions. The keep-up-or-be-trampled pace is incredible. 

Millions of Japanese yen are in constant movement. Spent to develop the latest technological methods of 
producing shorter lap times, to finance contracts necessary to secure the most capable riders and to mobilize 
a convoy of machinery and personnel suitable to support the other investments, the mighty yen have built an 
industry based on racing. 

It's no surprise then, that the three AMA National MX Champions ride for Yamaha, Suzuki and Honda. 
It's no surprise that each of them won a National Championship title at an age when most people are con- 
cerned more with skin care problems than with contract negotiations. And it should be no surprise that each! 
of them is involved with the changes that are constantly going on in his chosen professional sport. | 

That's why we invited the new 125cc AMA National Champion Broc Glover, three-time 250cc Champ 
Tony DiStefano and former two-time 125cc, present 500cc National Champion Marty Smith to sit down and 
tálk it over. 

Young, at seventeen, twenty and almost-twenty-one, respectively, Glover, DiStefano and Smith are 
examples of men who have met the pressure of year-long competition and come out winners. Near the end 
of the longest and most intense year in the short history of U.S. professional motocross, tired and 
emotionally burned out as they may have been, the Big Three were ready to take a critical look at the past 











season, 1978 and beyond. 





Next year's National motocross format will have the 
three displacement classes -- 125, 250 and 500cc -- as it 
did this year. But instead of running three separate 
schedules, dates will be combined with two Nationals 
run per date. Ten races in each class will be run -- a 
total of 30 -- and the entire program will be run off in 15 
weeks. Riders must choose to ride only one of the three 
classes, and they'll not be allowed to ride for National 
points in any other. What's your opinion of this system? 





Marty Smith: I don't think it's any good. We can only 
ride one class, the way they set that up. The way it is 
now, if a guy wants to ride a lot of races and really work 
his tail off to get something -- to get more than one 
National Championship -- he can do it. 

Terry Mulligan, Team Honda's manager, mentioned a 
problem with injuries. If a rider gets hurt in the first 
race of the series, he's done for the year, and. his sponsor 
has to honor an expensive contract even though there's 
no chance of him getting a National Championship 
title. 

Broc Glover: Yeah, but if you get injured, half the 
races will be over in all three classes before you could 
recover, anyhow. 

Marty Smith: They're setting it up for the AMA. The 
AMA always says they're for the riders. Well, you know 
that's not true. They're for the AMA. 

Tony DiStefano: I've seen it a couple different ways, 
being on that rules committee and hearing different 
people involved with the racing. They weighed the 
possibilities -- whether they would have just one cham- 

pion, repeat the way we have it now, or do it this new 
way. When it’s all weighed out -- consider the pluses and 
the minuses -- it seems to come out better with the new 
way. I never liked the way the present system is -- not 
having so many races. This new system does allow us to 


have more races which I think is good, although I'm not 
fond of being restricted to just one class. But if it’s that 
way; it’s that way. 

I still think that having ten races for a National 
Championship is a lot better than having six or seven. 
The first year I rode, it was only five. Nothing even 
happens in that many races. 

Broc Glover: I think you should be allowed to ride two 
of them because there’s a number of riders who ride 
either 125cc and Open or 250cc and Open. I'd like to 
ride 250 and 125cc next year, but I can't do that. I'm 
sure everyone in this room is going to defend his own #1 


ate. 

Fony DiStefano: That's one thing about the 125cc 
class; the way the schedule is now, you can ride either 
250cc and Open or you can ride the 125cc class by itself. 
It's kind of like forcing the 125cc class to be put aside, 
and having the riders not want to participate in it. This 
new way seems like it's going to put everybody equal. 
And it might add some stature to the 125cc class. 

I can see some good with the new way. I think a 
couple ways you can see both good and bad. What's 
good is having more races and making the 125s equal. 
It'll have the same purse money, and it'll encourage 
more guys to go into that class. 

Broc Glover: The way they scheduled the 125cc class 
this year, they had it all spread out. You'd go to a race, 
then there was.a month wait before the next one, then 
you race again, then another wait. Nobody could afford 
to stay on the road that long. Shoot, they should have it 
all together, then it'd be all over. They did that in the 
other classes. Why not with the 125s? 

With this new plan, it seems that’s the way it'll be. 

Broc Glover: Maybe, but we don’t know it. How can we 
voice our opinions on it if we don’t even know what the 
dates are? 

Marty Smith: They're putting this thing through 


without even having a riders’ vote! They say they're sup- 
posed to be doing everything for us -- working around us 
and trying to help us out -- but we don’t have a time to 
voice our opinion, just like Broc says. We can’t tell them 
what we want, and if we do try to talk to them, they 
always think we're trying to argue with them! 

Broc Glover: That's the truth. 

Marty Smith: We had no say-so in this next year's 
schedule whatsoever, and we're the ones riding it and 
traveling. We have to leave our families an' stuff. And 
we don't get asked which way we want it. 

The new schedule seems to help out the privateer. What 
do you think about that? 

Tony DiStefano: The three of us and all the top guys 
will make the same amount of money anyway, if we do 
well. We'll just be racing fewer events. And they're 
talking about more stadium races to make up for it. So, 
there'll be a lot more opportunity for the privateers. 
The way it is now at a National, at least the top fifteen 
are factory riders with super sponsorships, and that only 
leaves five places. That's not enough money to make it 
worth a privateer's time to come each week. 

Automatically, the guys (factory riders) will be 
divided into thirds, roughly, it'll divide up equally 
among the three classes. That will make it only five or 
seven factory guys in each class. Then there'll be more 
opportunity for the privateers. And a rider can just con- 
centrate on one class. The way it is now, if a privateer 
wants to go (on the National circuit), he's gotta try all 
three classes, or at least two. 

I also like the way the new system gives us a season. 
Like now, when's our season? It’s for ten months. For 
training, you've got to have a time to "peak." Which 
(series) 1s the most important?! 

Broc Glover: Yeah, what's more important? The 
Supercross where you make a lot of money? The 


. Nationals where the plate counts? The Trans-AMA? 


Tony DiStefano: The most important thing is that 
we're hired to win the National Championship. 
That's first priority. Then, you take where the most 
money is, the most exposure is, that's the Supercross 
series. The Trans-AMA's next. 





We're getting into a different area of discussion. Let's 
try another question. Should teamwork be accepted as 
part of American professional motocross? The most ob- 
vious example, of course, was this year's final 125cc 
National race where Broc won his title over Danny 
LaPorte. There was obvious teamwork there, when Bob 
Hannah was signalled to let Broc pass, and it stirred up 
a lot of controversy. What rules, if any, should be made, 
and how could they be enforced. ? 





Broc Glover: Hey, how are you gonna make a rule on 
something like that that’s happened all year? It hap- 
pened to me of course, and they’ve made a big deal out 
of it, but Suzuki did the same thing in Missouri. Billy 
(Grossi) stopped right at the finish line, right in front of 
the AMA officials -- stopped! -- and waited for Danny 
(LaPorte). I was way ahead in second place or 
something -- Bob (Hannah) was in first or something -- 
we didn’t see it. I didn’t do anything. I just said, ‘tough,’ 
you know? It happened to me. Big deal. 

That was the second to last race; that didn’t have any 
pull or anything. But the last race really did? Ha. 

The last one was pretty dramatic, and press people did 
jump on it... 

Broc Glover: I got jumped on hard! That's like saying, 
if you were walking down the road, and you saw a hun- 
dred dollar bill lying there, and you looked around and 
there wasn't a soul in sight, would you pick up that 
hundred dollar bill? 

Or would you walk on, thinking that someone else 
should come and pick it up? What was I supposed to do? 
That was the championship right there! Was I supposed 
to say, 'No, I don't really want my bonus from Yamaha, 
and I don't want a Number One plate. I think I'll wait 
for next year when I really win every race, or when I 
really earned it, or something?’ What would you do if 
you were in my position? 


Marty Smith: “To me, 
probably the same as 
these other two squids 
sitting next to me, fans 


are the most important 
thing. If you don’t 
have fans, you're just 
not going to make it!” 


I've taken the most crap off that! I can't believe some 
‘of the ink they're writing. Are they short of something to 
write about? Do they not have enough races to cover? I 
guess they are getting short on something to write about 
-- I picked up the new Motocross Action and saw a test 
on 50cc Ital-Jets! About a three page thing on them. It 
was a joke, the whole thing was a joke! 

They also had, I think, a two page article on this team- 
work question. 

Broc Glover: Oh yeah, I didn’t get a chance to read 
that. I'd like to see what they had to say. I try to read all 
that stuff, but there's so much right now, I'd have to buy 
every magazine in the whole world to read about it. Hey, 
it (teamwork) is in every other sport. It is! It's in every 
sport, and... 

arty Smith: Well...that’s your opinion, and that's 
because it happened to you. But now, let’s get my or 
Tony's opinion now, I mean, I think it’s the same way. I 
think it’s pretty bad. Broc earned what he got. If you get 
a Number One, it isn’t given to you. You earn it! No 
matter what it is, if you win a race in any sport, you earn 
it. In track, if you win a race, you earn it. Whatever you 
get, you earn it! 

He got that. And the only reason everybody made 
such a big deal out of it is because Yamaha.. 

Broc Glover: Blew it! 
Marty Smith: ...Yamaha made it so open. Everybody 


saw it. I don’t know who was running the thing 


(Yamaha management) that day, but whoever did it, 
that’s whose fault it is, and that’s who should be jumped 
on. Not Broc. Broc was out there, riding every race, 
doing what he’s supposed to do. But it just happened to 
be that they tied on points. That's the way they worked 
it. 

I know for a fact that if it was Honda, Suzuki, Maico 
or anybody else, they would have done the same thing 





no matter who their rider was, as long as their company 
could get the Number One. That's all that counts. 
That'll sell ‘em a million motorcycles right there. 

I think that anybody who tries to take it away from 
Broc is jealous. That’s what I think, because he earned 
it. No matter how he got it, he earned it. 

Tony DiStefano: I don’t think there was anything so 
wrong with what happened in Texas... 

Let me interrupt for a second. This question wasn’t in- 
tended to decide on this one particular incident. It's 
general question about something that might come up

team member slow to let another one by? 


Marty Smith: It shouldn't be done so conspicuously. It 
should be a lot more inconspicuous. The end. 

Tony DiStefano: It’s always been like an unwritten law 
-- you P do things -- but any company would have 
done the same thing. Everybody's spending a lot of 
money to go racing. If their team can do something to 
help win the championship -- it’s how many “tools” they 
have. The way it was, Yamaha had more tools than 
Suzuki. I think it would have been something to worry 
about if Hannah had run into LaPorte or something. 
But it just was handled very poorly, that’s all. 

I don't think it's every going to come up again, now. 
It's something bad that came up; it posed a lot of 
problems, and everyone's aware of it. Everybody's smart 
enough now that it won't happen again. 

I like to think of the sport as individuals racing, but 

you've really got to face reality. The factories are put- 
ting a lot of money into it. 
Marty Smith: It ¿s individuality, though. If Broc wasn’t 
good enough to win the motos that he won and placed 
high in the other ones, he wouldn't have been in the 
position (a potential National Champ) he was that let 
the incident ee So, he did do it. He did do it. He 
got a little help from his team but so do we all. We all 
get a little help from our team once in a while. So there 
shouldn't even be anything to talk about! 





OK, we won't talk about it anymore. Next question. 
Supercross, when it was originally introduced, was 
generally disliked by riders due to the tight and 
sometimes dangerous courses. Have things improved, as 
far as rider safety is concerned, since then? And how do 
you feel about riding in Supercross events now that 
you've done so and have had a chance to consider the 
benefits as well as the disadvantages? 





Broc Glover: I've never ridden one. 
Tony DiStefano: (laughing) No more comment, then, 
from you! 
Marty Smith: I think a couple of the promoters like 
Rookie Leopold down there in Louisiana try to help us 
out keeping the tracks safe. But others, like the Supers 
bowl, that thing is not any safer at all. Its more 
dangerous if anything. That thing has ninety mile an 
hour straightawaysl 

I like Supercross because of the money, and you've 
really gotta get hot on the first two laps to get up in the 
top positions. But I know every rider is thinking 'safety 
first’ and I know every rider has definitely got it on their 
minds all the time that they could get-off just like that. 

But I think Supercross is pretty good. I’m all for it. I 
wasn't earlier, but now that I see Rookie Leopold and a 
couple other guys making their tracks a little safer, it's a 
little easier on the riders. 

A rider comes out to an indoor track, and it's 
dangerous, and he says, 'Oh boy, we've gotta race on 
this thing tonight!’ And it really just kind of bums the 


rider out! It puts the pressure on him. He knows he’s 
gotta do good for his factory, and he wants to make 
money, and yet he doesn’t want to go out there and get 
hurt. But, yet again, if he wants to make money, he’s 
gonna go out to ride hard, ya know? 2 





Tony DiStefano: Supercross -- it's different, that's for 
sure -- it's two different types of racing. It's definitely 
different than motocross. The only way I can justify it to 
myself is to think that it's two different ways of racing. 
For sure, man, there's the biggest money there and the 
most exposure. Sometimes there's 50,000 people! And 
that's a lot of exposure. The racing's good. It's just dif- 
ferent. 

In outdoor motocross, if you fall down in the first 
corner, it doesn't make any difference. If you're gonna 
go fast, you can still be up there. In the stadiums, it's 
not that way. I can’t really say that’s bad; it’s just the 
way it is. So, I’m for Supercross. it's getting better. 

It's sure getting us a lot of exposure. I know it opened 
people's eyes to motocross the few times it's been on TV. 
And at the present, the only way motocross is going to 
get on TV is through the stadium races. I think it even- 
tually will get motocross in general built up and it'll 
help us outdoors, help us all the way around. So, I think 
they're super. 





We've seen some pretty impressive changes in MX bike 
development in the past few years, in suspension and in 
power characteristics. What do you think will be the 
next trend in MX bike development? Is there anything 
lacking in the ones you ride now? Any improvements 
you'd like to see made? 





Marty Smith: Each year you want a little bit more hor- 
sepower and a little bit better handling because each 
year it gets a little faster. But I don't really see any way it 
can get any different than it is now because the 
bikes...there's no way you want any more travel than 
what we have already. I mean, we're running 12 inches 
on our Hondas right now. And I can barely touch the 
ground when I'm sitting on the starting line! I don't see 
how we could change the suspension on our bikes...it's 
working good. 

We have good horsepower. They might be able to 
help us out there a little, but then we can only go so far. 
You can only punch out a 400 so far. 

I think the bikes are pretty much at a peak right now. 
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The only thing they might change is the design of the 


bikes...the shape of the gas tank or stuff like that. But as 
to the way the thing works and runs, it's already pretty 
exotic right now. I don't see how they can change it. 
Tony DiStefano: I agree with Marty. We're pretty well 
to the max. But I think automatics are something of the 
future; we'll see more of them possibly. I rode a Rokon 
one time a few years ago -- did some testing for them. At 
the time I was racing a CZ, and I went a lot faster with 
that Rokon than I could with my CZ. And that was 
before they had it all sorted out. Now Husky has theirs 
pretty well sano'd out. 

I think for new riders to use an automatic would be 
easier than for one of us to adapt to it. It seems wrong to 
us because we have a standard -- our own bikes -- to 
compare it to. Yet for a guy who never adjusted to a 
standard transmission, that'd be the way to go -- no shif- 
ts. I know so many times I've missed gears! 

Broc Glover: What do you think about rear shocks? 
They're not all..I mean, they're pretty nice, but...I 
think tire compounds are probably the next thing we'll 
be messing around with. And also, what about putting 
gas tanks down lower, like where the airboxes are, and 
then running the airbox up where the gas tank is with a 
dummy gas tank so you can still slide up on it in turns. 
Marty Smith: Dummy gas tank an’ a dummy rider! 
Broc Glover: That's it. And you'd have a lower center 
of gravity by getting the weight of the gas down low. 


Tony DiStefano:

And they're going to come up with more stuff, like 
that full-floating front brake and things like that. I'm 
sure there's not an ultimate motocross bike, one that 
can't stand some improvements. 


I think you guys just described a late model Rokon -- 
automatic transmission, and they've built a bike with 
the gas tank under the seat. Not only that, they put a 
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rear disc brake up on the countershaft to decrease the 
unsprung weight on the back wheel. 

Broc Glover: Oh yeah? I was going to patent that...no, 
not really. There's other stuff. Just now they're really 
starting to get into tire compounds. They are. It's 
smoother power. And I think the muffler bearings 
should be chromed instead of anodized. 

What about red and yellow tires? 

Broc Glover: I think pin striping would be better. 
Marty Smith: I know Honda will come out with red 
tires. Who would have thought they'd have come out 
with a red motor?! 

It's a good motor, though. Except it needs primary- 
kick. 

Marty Smith: Yeah. That was our own decision, 
though. They wanted to take off weight, and they said 
they could take off eight pounds but the only way was to 
take off primary-kick. And we decided to go against 
having the primary-kick, but now we want it back. 
Too many lay-downs this year. Every time I crash I 
always get stuck on my head because I don't want to let 
go of the handlebars and lose control of the clutch. 





The AMA allows a rider 16 years of age to buy a 
professional motocross license. Do you feel that turning 
pro at high school age interferes with a rider's 
education? How important is a high school education to 
a rider? 





Marty Smith: I think they should have made Broc ride 
high school motocross until he was eighteen. 
Broc Glover: (laughing) Yeah, then maybe I could 
have won the high school championship. All three of us 
had National Championship titles before we were 
eighteen. How old were you Tony? Eighteen? How 
about you Marty? Seventeen? Same with me. Well, that 
just eliminated all of us. 
ony DiStefano: I think that sixteen is OK. They had 
it at eighteen, but sixteen is old enough. 
Marty Smith: You're old enough to realize what you're 
doing when you're sixteen years old. 
Broc Glover: Yeah, see, I'm staying in school. So are 
Jeff Jennings and Mark Barnett. Most of the other riders 
dropped out to continue on with the racing. But hey, if 
I don't make it in racing, I have to go on to college or 
something. You don't go anywhere nowadways unless 
you're a hero or... 
Marty Smith: You don't go anywhere when you go to 
college, either. 
Broc Glover: It's a lot better if you have a college 
degree than if you have a high school diploma. 
Marty Smith: It isn't! You'd be surprised. Talk to 
somebody who has a college degree. 
Broc Glover: What kind of college degree? Majoring in 
arts, man? Come on! 
Marty Smith: No, I'm serious! Talk to somebody who's 
graduated from college, and they'd tell you they ain't no 
more than... 
Broc Glover: Bull! How are you supposed to become a 
doctor or a lawyer? I ain't talking about a hamburger- 
flipper! I'm talking about something nice! 
Marty Smith: Aw, I know, but I still think that... 
Tony DiStefano: I think you should get your high 
school diploma. I didn't get a chance to do it. 
Marty Smith: You haven't got a high school diploma? 
Tony DiStefano: No, I quit. 
Marty Smith: What a dummy. 
Tony DiStefano: I had a choice to make. Things were 
a little different, being from the East. Like, from the 
West it would be a little easier to get going, get picked 
up by a factory, because they're all right there. If I'd 
had a ride when I was sixteen, I would have been able to 
go on the circuit and still finish school because then I 
could fly back and forth. But sixteen's plenty old 
enough. They don't need it any younger, either. 
Marty Smith: So you don't have anything to show for 
going to school for eleven years, do you? 
Tony DiStefano: No, I only went ten. At the time, it 
was a tough decision. And I want to make it up when I 
get some time. You should have a high school diploma. 
When I first started out, they'd say, 'Motorcycles and 
no school, man? You've got five million things against 
you!’ Now things are a little better, the way the sport 
and motorcycles in general have become more accep- 
ted. I feel good about what I did, but I was fortunate! 





As nationally known athletes, you have an image to 
maintain. How important ts it to you? What do you do 
to present a good image? 





Marty Smith: You mean how do I want to keep my 
image up? 


Broc Glover: Marty shaved his beard, that’s how! 


Marty Smith: To me, probably the same as these other 
two squids sitting next to me, fans are the most impor- 
tant thing. If you don’t have fans, you're just not going 


10 to make it! If you have fans, and you never win a race, 





the fans are still gonna take care of you and ask for 
autographs an' stuff. : 

I feel really lucky. If I don't do well at a race, I still 
get a lot of people come up and ask for my autograph. 
I'll be sitting there, and I'll say, ‘What do you guys want 
my autograph for? I didn’t do worth a damn today!’ And 
they'll say, ‘Well, so what? We still want your autograph 
because you're Marty Smith.’ I can't see that, but I still 
appreciate it -- I really appareciate it! 

That's what I think. Fans are the most important 
thing. Everyone knows that people want to talk to you 
because they see your picture in the magazines, and 
your name and stuff. They just want to talk to you. And 
if you shine 'em on, or if you don't give 'em a nickel's 
worth of attention, they're gonna remember that for a 
long time. 

They're going to say, ‘Did you talk to Marty Smith or 
Tony D or Broc Glover?’ And they're going to say, ‘Oh

yeah, we went over and tried to talk to him, but he 
wouldn't talk to us. We're not good enough. We're not 
on his level.' That's the worst thing that could happen 
to a rider! A rider is just a person just like everybody else 
-- they're no different -- they just have a little bit more 
skill in the sport they’re doin’. Anybody else could 
develop the same kind of skill if they work at it hard 
enough. If you're going to make motocross your life, 
you've gotta keep a good image up. 

Broc Glover: That's a very important thing. That's how 
we get paid! Those fans are the guys who go down the 
local bike shop and pay retail. They don't get their stuff 
free. Those are the guys who make our bread and but- 
ter. If you're not nice to those people, you're nothing! 
Tony DiStefano: I think at first I didn't realize how 
important it was to present an image. I figured that just 
had to race and that was it. If you'd win a race, that you'd 
be automatically in, or somethin'. But I found out dif- 
ferently. 

It's important, though, even though it takes time 
away from your schedule and from what you want to do. 
Like this afternoon, Marty and I each did a thing 
(signing autographs, etc.) at a bank. We could have 
been doing other stuff, and it was a little bit distracting 
from the racing, too. You try to keep your concen- 
tration on what you're doing, you know. But it's super 
important, and it helps the whole sport, too. 

What about you, Broc? 

Broc Glover: If mágazines keep writing like they have 
been, I ain't gonna have no fans! 

Tony DiStefano: You've got fans either way, man! 
Broc Glover: I guess after I've had a year on the circuit, 
I could answer this question better. I’m starting to get a 
few guys, I guess you could call them fans. They're im- 
portant to me because right now I don’t have too many. 
Remember that picture of the pit board that says ‘Let 
Brock bye’ where my name’s spelled wrong and bye’s 
spelled rong What can I say? 

Marty Smith: Who wrote that? Keith? (Keith McCarty, 
Bob Hannah's mechanic)

Marty Smith went home to put a custom-made set of 
Fox AirShox on his dune buggy. The next race -- Dallas 
-- was a week away. And they wanted to make the most 
of the short but sweet time lapse in between. 

On another Sunday in another time, they'd strap оп 
shoulder pads and helmets and join the mad forty rider 
rush into another narrow first turn. They'd sit, still 
covered with dirt and sweat, to sign autographs because 
they know it’s all important.

RICHMOND, CA, NOV. 18 


There are times when a rider’s reputation, his 
career, and his entire future is on the line in 
just one fateful race. For some it’s the final event 
of the World Championships, for others it may 


seem to be a few insignificant 
words scrawled on a chalkboard. 
For many though, among the 
elite of motocross, it’s the Ram- 


bler’s yearly Mini Bike Grand Prix 
held at the Richmond Rambler 
clubgrounds on Friday night before 
the Sears Point Trans-AMA finale. 
Some think of it as an evening of fun, a 
chance to unwind, after a long season 
of following the motocross circuit 
across Europe and America. But for 
others it’s their last ditch effort to 
prove their worth and perhaps hold 
onto their factory contracts for the 
following season. 

After last year’s heated competition, 


where he elbowed and edged his way 
to victory, allowing him to secure a 
factory Honda contract for the 1977- 
78 seasons, “Bad” Brad Lackey 
decided to sit out this year’s race 
rather than press his luck. “A friend 
told me to retire as Champion. It's 
better to let the competition say they 
could have beat me...not that they 
did beat me.” 

Other Champions attending this 
year’s bout included Bob “Hurricane” 
Hannah and Tony DiStefano who 
seemed more intent on chasing tootsies 
through the pits than entering the 
race. Competition and scoring on and 
off the track was impressive. The 
question -of- who: really was World 


Championship material was seriously” 
left in doubt when Roger DeCoster 

declined to enter, but watched from 

the questionable safety of the track 

infield. Roger knew when he was over 

his head. 


Rider's Race 

International class riders like 
Noyce, Lackey, DeCoster and Wolsink 
cowered in the pits and left the 
American stars of the future to put on 
the show. Practice indicated 125cc 
National Champ Broc Glover and 
Honda's Warren Reid would be 
providing some $,000 spectators with a 
night to remember in the Pro class 
where a purse in excess of $500 
awaited the victors. 

After running away with last year's 
event on a CR-125 engined Honda 
mini, until the gearbox blew, Warren 
Reid returned this year with a box 
stock XR-75. "Broc is no competition 
for me," snickered the young 
whippersnapper from Team Honda. 
"Tl blow him away with my stocker." 
But the Reid kid bragged too soon as 
he bailed off in his qualifying heat and 
failed to make the transfer to the 25 
lap feature. 

Winning his qualifier easily was 
"Broccoli" Glover who had blue flames 
bellowing out the tuned exhaust of his 
DG prepared Honda, leaving behind 
the scent of a skid row wino's breath in 
the chill night air. Yamaha team 
manager Ken Clark offered "No 
comment" over Broc's riding another 
brand bike than what he was 
contracted to, along with rumors that 
teammate Rick “Lumberjack” Burgett 
had been entered in the evening's 
program to “assist” Broc in securing 
his world championship title. 

Victors in the 10 lap qualifiers 
included Dave “Works” Miller 
roosting away with his potent 100cc 
Yamaha in the first round ahead of 
Mike Farina, Rick Burgett and Rich 
Eierstedt. It was noted that National 
Mini Bike Champion Jeff Ward, 
entered as a ringer in the first qualifier 
by a group of Italians out of ChiTown, 
failed to make the cutoff and retired to 
the pits in disgrace. Round two, of 
course, went to Glover over local shoe 
Dave Farina. Race three went to #56 
who got passed by #29 on the next to 
last lap, but #29 fell on the last lap and 
remounted to finish fourth, ahead of 
#5 but behind #99x and #3. The 
fourth qualifier was a big bore, but 
some guy did win. 

Now that we got all these guys 
together to run the biggie, there 
seemed to be a lot of discussion in the 
pits with some riders claiming it was a 
fixed event. Differences centered on; 
the Farina brothers who had cherry 
picked the race two years ago, were 
shamed away from last year’s 
championship, but returned again this; 
year in hopes that no one would 
remember them. Well, everyone did 
remember them; along with the fact 
they practiced on the track regularly 
and their father just happened to be 
the starting flagman for the festivities. .,, 

AMA Pro Motocross Manager Mike 
DiPrete offered “No comment” to 
papa Farina’s twitchey left hand as he 
flagged off the start with the green flag 
half-a-second later with his right. The 
Farina brothers nailed the holeshot 
with their Hondas but it was obviously 
a horsepower show as Miller and 
Glover wheelied down the starting 
straight and took over the lead 
through turn one ahead of the 
Farinas, Burgett, Eierstedt, Ramirez 
and Sherman Wong. Miller found 
himself in trouble as Mike Farina 
bashed his way by for second spot just 
one lap into the race while Dave 
Farina attacked Miller from behind. 
Two more laps and the Farinas had a 
stranglehold on the top two spots 
behind leader Broc Glover. Rick 





- Burgett was riding harder than he ever 
had on the national circuit, trying to 
hold off Ramirez for fifth. Eierstedt 
soon joined the fray and when 
Ramirez stepped off, the remainder of 
the race would be a handlebar twister 
between Eierstedt and Burgett over 
fifth spot, with the bigger share of the 
purse going to Rich. 

Up front Glover began pulling out a 
huge lead, leaving the last half of the 
race somewhat anti-climatic. Broc 
clinched the win and his second title of 
the year. The World Championship 
Mini Title certainly meant more to 
Broc than his 125cc National Number 
One. Behind trailed Mike and Dave 
Farina, Miller, Eierstedt and Burgett. 
Post race questioning of Broc netted 
an answer to the blue flames. “With 98 
percent nitromethane, things started 
getting a little warm." The fuel was 
legal though, and this was one title 
Broc could lay claim to without 
question. 


Tuner's turmoil 

Famed Husky tuner Eric Crippa 
dusted everyone in the Mechanic's 
class last year, but this year a slow start 
proved to be a definite disadvantage 
for Eric as he had to work his way up 
from last place. Instead, it was 
Jammin’ Jimmy Jaws’ own super 
wrench, Steve Johnson, who 
devastated the competition in his 
qualifying heat and then jumped for 
the lead in the feature. Steve led for 
half the race then, some guy, passed 
him and won. I never did find out who 
it was that won, but since all the moto- 
monthlies get their race reports out of 
Cycle News all year long I’m sure they 
won't mind this one time if I wait for 
them to come out with their stories. 
Look for the complete results of who 
won the mechanic’s race, in Cycle 
News, about six months from now. I 
did figure out who almost everyone 
else was, with Johnson placing second 
ahead of "Radical" Ron Turner 
(Mechanic?), Eric Crippa, David 
Osterman, Lyons and #47. 

Oh yeah, Brad Lackey's old tuner, 
Bill Callcira, who won the mechanic's 
race two years ago, didn't win last year, 
and failed to qualify this year, said 
he'd bust my head if I let Cycle News 
edit out his sponsor, Powroll, like they 
did last year. He also wanted me to 
mention his girl friend Debbie Rocha 
who would be riding his XR-75 Honda 
in the Powder Puff race. After this 
year's performance though, Bill won't 
have his sponsor or his girl friend 
much longer.

After devastating the class in '75 
and letting Motorcyclists Brad 
Zimmerman narrowly edge me out last 
year for the title, this year’s race 
proved to be a real disaster. But it 
wasn't my fault. 

My JW Racing prepared DG RM 80

course, but my Bell helmet, JT gloves, 
Tony D. jersey, Hallman nylon 
leathers and Heckel boots worked real 
well. I bailed off more than once in the 
qualifiers. My pride was hurt and I 
was in the Rambler's club house 
letting a pretty young lady soothe my 
hurts when they flagged off the start of 
the Press and Contingency Sponsor 
feature race. I even missed the entire 
Powder Puff race. 

When I joined the race in progress, 
it was from last place. Three guys 
bailed off, so out of the eight guys in 
the feature, I was able to do a fantastic 
job of fighting my way up to fifth place 
by the finish. I'll let you know by the 
end of the year what factory was lucky 
enough to sign me toa contract after 
that fantastic display.

he bomb was at the tip 
of a mountain ridge to 
the left of Bessemer 
Mine Road. Past the 


mountains, the San Gabriel Valley 
M.C.'s course dropped down a gradual 
slope, into a wash, through some 
choppy crossgrain, then up the long 
flatland sandwash. 

Larry Roeseler, riding like his old 
self again, twisted the throttle of his 
390 Husky to the stops and opened up 
a 100-yard lead ahead of Bruce 
Ogilvie (H-D) and Steve Eckardt as he 
disappeared over the rise and out of 
sight. Bill Saltzman and Terry Davis 
were the next bikes through, then Bob 
Balentine (KTM), John Watkins, Jr., 
Bob Rutten, Ron Bebo and Mark 
Zoller. 

The racers blasted up the wash 
having a great time while the course 
led them to the left. For those who say 
“it’s the same old stuff,” once out of 


the wash, the racers меге 
“БоопдосКіп.” Dan Thordarson, 
Alan Thomas, Keith Smith and Art 
Knapp spread out and made their own 
trails through the tricky, pucker- 
infested terrain. 

The course picked up the narrow 
wash that gradually gets wider and 
wider, finally coming to the ledge with 
the safe, sane access to the left. A 
bottleneck developed when Carl 
Fjastad got there; he proceeded to go 
to the right thinking it was just rocks.

After a series of up and downs and a 
few ''* ~%*&, the racers headed up 
another long, deep sandwash, a curse 
to small bores. Out of the wash, Eric 
Spaeth and Bruce Lewellyn followed 
the trail to the top of the ridge, past 
the deserted old van that looked in 
better shape than Terry Davis', before 
he got a new paint job. 

Heading out of the ridge, through 
the cross grain ruts, the course picked 
up a super smooth road. James 
Vincent had first C. Amateur Mike 
Lewellyn hot on his tail; Mike was only 
four bikes back from his dad. Trudy 
Beck and Dawn Grant were never 
more than 100 yards apart, Cherry 
Stockton was sandbagging back at 
third. Ernie Mnoin, Tim Fitzpatrick, 
Craig Harris and Bill Elam took check 
two and headed into the foothills, over 
a saddle dropping the racers into a 
vast, flat area that brought flashbacks 
of Soda Dry Lake in B-to-V. 

Roeseler stretched out his lead when 
the big “O” Ogilvie dropped out, 
leaving the battle to Rutten who was 
trying to handle Saltzman and catch 
Balentine at the same time. Brian 
Wright was busy getting by 12 racers 
in order to battle Rutten for first. 
Steve Barklow was ahead of Jack 
Froelich and Don Whitehorn as the 
flatland fed into a small, fast dry 
lakebed. 

The course rounded the mountain 
ahead, made a small climb then into 
the black sandwash with the brown 
sand uphill at the end. Popping out of 
this throwing sand all over Mick 
Thorpe, Ed Winn and Dave Phillips, 
Russ Woolmore buzzed his C bike 
through the deep sand and giant 
whoops that led the racers by the big 
dune to the right of the valley. 

Roeseler, Balentine and Rutten 
were clear of the Reagan mountain 
area, out of the wash and sandy 
crossing to Means Dry Lake past check 
three. Off the lake it was suspension 
test time plus some fun sections before 
entering Mellville Dry Lake that spans 
three miles. From the lake, the access 
road, it was a straight shot to the pits. 

Heading out on loop two, Dave 
Conner, Ed Ogden, Garry Hall and 
Bob Terrazas headed to the pass with 
the big wash dropoff past the access 
road. The sandwash continued for 
about four miles. Joe Lockhart and 
Jeff Robbins managed the sand 
without stuffing their boots into too 





many rocks in the process. The course 
pulled out of the wash to the left, 
crossing a wide wash then a loose rock 
uphill. Roeseler bagged a flat rear tire 
and Balentine began closing in. 
Rutten passed Saltzman again and 
Wright had Bill to contend with for a 
while. 

The racers enjoyed some abrupt 
bottomed rollers, all this neat riding 
and the course wasn't even near the 
red mountain yet. Turning left, Marty 
Olsen, Mineshaft Prutsman, Craig 
Harris, Dan Perkins and D.L. Dorman 
turned up the wide wash, up the hill 
through the saddle then down into a 
windy neat wash on the other side. 
Carl Miller got by Francis Christensen; 
Alan Johnson and James Wills just 
before the wash intercepted the 
powerline road. Staying on the road 
till it cleared the red mountain} 
Cherry Stockton made a left turn onto 
another road that turned into a wash 
then a road again. Jim Dodd, Mark 
Dawson, Charlie Morris and Tom 
Zarp followed Stockton, then camé 
Kelly Wiseman, Sheila Hopkins, and 
June Elias. 

The webcos turned the racers left; 
off of the road onto an off camber 
knoll dropping them into a wash never 
used before this race. Hating to leavé 
the wash, Jack Kaplan, George 
McClellan and Vern Darland turned 
left, picking up a dynamite one bike 
trail. Torsten Corum, Roland 
McFadden, Chuck Alexander and 
Norm Stewart crossed the road and 
headed over the rise into some sharp 
runoff washes. 

Going left again, the course picked 
up that nasty one bike downhill; 
turned left up a wash then out on a 
plateau then up a bald uphill into 
some goat trail up-and-down sections 
eventually cresting the top through a 
very tight windy portion. 

Just past this point, Balentine 
caught up to Roeseler, who had the 
tire completely loose from the rim, got 
by and opened up a big lead on the 
second bike. Rutten and Wright were 
first and second 250, then Saltzman; 
Roeseler and Charters as the coursé 
wound behind Sage Mountain at 
Camp Rock. Missing the rollers, the 
course headed through the cross 
country stuff then into the flat section 
before the long wash. Thordarson 
maintained ahead of Zoller then Davis 
and Greaves. 


When the course started into the 


lava rock area, Brad Henson was 
passing riders but ran out of time to 
catch up with first C Expert Charters. 
Cresting the rise, flying down the wash 
to the finish, Balentine racked up 
another overall win. 


The Novice race 

Picking the right trail, Wayne 
Langner had a sizeable lead on Eric 
McCracken, George Gibson, Bob 
Miller and Ken Oviatt. Blasting up the 
wash, Dan Closson and Brad 
Hunsinger stayed just ahead of Bill 
Wackerman and Vance Henderson. 
When the course hit the boondocks, 
George Yule opened up a small lead 
on Steve Priestly, Mike Stephen and 
Chris Boesen. 

Passing the van, Bill Whalen, Lou 
Ortali and Gene Peters got stoked in 
the ridge running section just before 
the wash crossing and the ruts. Pat 
Kratoval was hot on Gene Peters' trail, 
Jan Morrison, Mike Easley, Jim Hruby 
and Joe Sheehe opened the carb slides 
to max and shot ир the road. When 
Clarey Mercer, Sam Soule, John 
Gallagher, Doug Johns and Dave Jones 
hit the flat area, they resembled a 
cavalry charge. 

The racers made their way down the 
big dune canyon into the deep 
whoops. Henry Price, Alyn Beckstead 
and Pat Dempsey charged down the 
wash. and on into the sandy section 
before Means Dry Lake. John Hura, 
Mike Newman and Ron Duncan shot 
across the lake with the left hand on 
the clutch just in case. 


Heading for the long stretch of : 


Melville Dry Lake was where the 
sputtering began. Gas was the reason 
for dropouts this week. The sand, 
flatlands, washes and roads did a 
number on the consumption rate. The 
first bike into the pits was Eric 
McCracken then Miller, Gibson, 
Closson and Stephen. Dave Kennedy 
dropped into the wash ahead of Brad 
Hunsinger, Clarey Mercer and Chris 
Roesen. 

Winding up the wash, the course 
jumped out into the flats loaded with 
yucca and pucker bushes. Gene Peters 
had senior Henry Price on his tail, who 
made up 14 positions in the process. 
The course crossed the wide wash then 
up the bank and the loose rock 








uphill. John Hura got by three riders 
here. Heading left, John Marsh had 
Dave Jones trying to get by, Dick Evans 
had the same problem with Ron 
Duncan. 

Cresting the uphill saddle, Vance 
Henderson, Bob McClelland and Lou 
Ortali descended into the neat 
sandwash heading for the access road. 
Flying down the fast road, Mark 
Nelson, Bill Wackerman and Ken 
Bilbrey single filed, doing the same 
once the course turned left again. 
Almost overshooting the left turn over 
the knoll, Jim Morrison had George 
Yule trying to make up time due to loss 
of gas followed by Gregg Pietak. 

McCracken had cleared the deep 
rainwashes, passed through the tight 
one trail downhill, through the next 
wash and was in the process of winding 
his way through the tight enduro 
section at the top. Bob Miller was 
doing the same, Dan Closson was in no 
hurry here. 

Heading for the black knoll just 
before Camp Rock, Gene Peters 
moved up five positions behind 
Stephen, Dave Jons picked off seven, 
Vance Henderson moved up nine as 
the race wound behind Sage Mountain 
and home. Racing down the wide 
wash, across the open country section 
heading into the volcanic section, Bob 
McClelland gained seven positions, 
Lou Ortali six, and Ken Bilbrey nine.

While Breker was 
motoring away, the process of 
jockeying for first lap position was 
going on back in the back. 

First bike down the sandwash was 
Breker with a bit of a lead over Phil 
Stumbo (400 KTM) and Bill Tarling 
(250 KTM). Bryan Bennett (400 
KTM) came fourth with three 
smallbores, Kenny Upp (125 Yam), 
Craig Lee (125 Suz) and Tim Plant 
(175 DMG) following right behind. 

During the second lap Tarling got 
by Stumbo and Upp maneuvered 
beyond Bennett, who either 
evaporated or had a mishap of some 
kind. 

Then the real battle of the race 
began. Stumbo pasted Tarling and led 
for awhile, then Tarling got by 
Stumbo and led again.

SUNNYMEAD, CA, NOV. 20 
Crown Cycle’s Mark Lawrence 
(Yam) and TDT's Patrick Hubbs 
(Suz) stole the 125 Pro show at 
CRC's DeAnza MX. Brian 
Myerscough (Suz) who is just 
recovering from a serious leg injury, 
was also in the ring, making for an 
exciting and colorful race. 

At the start of moto one, it was 
Hubbs in the lead, followed by Clint 
Carman (Suz) and Myerscough. 
Lawrence's start wasn’t too hot, but he 
was soon up there with the leaders. On 
the second lap, Myerscough took over 
second place, but he still was out of 
striking range of Hubbs. In the next 
few laps, Hubbs did nothing but 
stretch his lead. Before he knew it, 
however, his lead was cut down to size 
by a hard-charging Lawrence, who 
had just gotten around Myerscough 
for second. For five action-filled laps, 
the Suzuki and Yamaha riders went at 
it tooth and nail, then, in a daring 
move on the 10th lap, Lawrence 
grabbed the lead. Through the 
remainder of the race, Hubbs tried to 
recapture the top position, but was

Spurlock to win the CRC Five Man 
Club Team Championship. The 
margin of victory was just one point. 
CRC offered huge trophies in three 
categories: Club, Shop, and 
Manufacturer. The Shop Trophy wass 
won by Chet Rector, John Schroeder, 
Bill Smith, Al Nourian and Frank 
Pollard representing White Bros. The 
Manufacturer Trophy was won by the 
Husky team of Jim and B.J. Olson, 
Bob and Mark Ashlock and Dick 
Thomas.

First loop was more interesting and 
a bit faster than typical CRC first 
loops. Highlight of the loop was a 
short trip through a mine tunnel 
which featured a 90 degree turn in the 
middle. Riders with wide handlebars 
found themselves stuck in the narrow 
tunnel for a short time. A few riders 
had to bypass the treat when the 
tunnel jammed up. The next section 
found a lot of riders late, but the 
course came out on a fast fireroad and 
most were able to get back on time 
before the tie-breaker check. Two 
contenders for the Women's Number 
One plate zeroed the check, Terri

Second loop led right off into some 
very nice, fast, challenging terrain at a 
brisk 24 mph. Then the course led

Up a whoop-dee-do 
canyon and then a choice: hard 
way/easy way. The hard way led right 
up a steep sand hill while the easy way 
went around the corner out of sight 
The hard way was certainly that and 
many a rider ended up taking the easy 
way after failing to make the hill. 

A check after the speed average 
changed to a fast 30 mph led riders into 
the section which decided the enduro:

Fishback floods 
SRA Riverside 
Grand Prix

RIVERSIDE, CA, NOV. 12 & 13 
The 25 minis that roared off the 
line Saturday morning became 
the first event for the last SRA 
Grand Prix of 1977. 


It was Kelly Moore and Kevin Senn 
side by side.

This edge proved to be quite 
an advantage for Senn when his rear 
brake went out.

Bill Roden, a professional hockey 
player from the New York Islanders 
rode the 250 race in his first grand 
prix. In fact, this was his first time on 
a motorcycle. After a few instructions 
from senior rider Gary Auberlin,

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Suzuki's formula for family fun

In the world of motorcycles as in the larger 
world, we are in an era of specialization. Pure 
motocross bikes, especially configured enduro 
bikes, street machines for riding fast but not 


racing, and so on through every 
category of motorcycle-built, to 
the confusion of all non-riders 
and some who do ride. Suzuki 


has this year introduced a new 
category of specialty bike: the 
playbike! Nonsense, you say, we have 
all of us had playbikes for decades. 
But you probably didn't have one that 
was designed specifically for that 
activity. You probably removed or 
added things to a bike built for other 
uses. 

The sages of Hamamatsu, with a 
great deal of American input, 
designated a new "DS" series of 
machines which are, in reality, 
directional refinements of basic 
Suzukis that have been around a few 
years. The direction they took was 
hassle-free trailriding. Ав опе 
neophyte dirt rider .who is 
accomplished in other areas of athletic 
endeavor put it: "Suzuki met their 
design goal with these bikes." 

Given the philosophy of no 
maintenance, put gas and oil in them, 
and ride them forever, the DS 
playbikes are actually better than they 
have to be. In addition to the usual 
thrashing about the hills from regular 
members of the Fearless Freelance 
Test Team, we put these Suzukis to yet 


another test few bikes are really suited 
for: teaching two young ladies and an 
eight-year-old boy how to ride a 
motorcycle. At the cost of one snapped 
lever, they all passed with impressive 
merit. These machines are easy to 
start, shift and stop. Those features 
build confidence in a new rider and 
don’t get in-the way of someone just 
learning a new set of skills and 
reflexes. It also means the weekend 
rider might just get the wife or 
girlfriend (but not both at the same 
time, please) to go putting down the 
trails with him, while avoiding those 
messy scenes of hysteria and 
frustration. 

One lady who started the day on the 
DS100 (Its light weight was the prime 
attraction to 100 Ib. females) got with 
the program enthusiastically enough 
to be bounding over hill and dale on 
the DS185 by the end of the day and 
on into the following week. 

We couldn't break the machines; 
even the child-abused minibike 
motored on without complaint. The 
only bending came when the "big 
kids" started playing Grand Prix 
motocross on the 05100. Its 
limitations with 180 Ib. rider aboard 
became apparent to all. 

The 100 really is too small for big 
folks but does allow barely five-footers 





to get both feet on the ground. The 
DS185 continued to pleasantly surprise 
all who rode it, including off-road 
racers. 

All three. machines share certain 
qualities beyond the International 
orange paint jobs (which should 
certainly keep the trail rider from 
being mistaken for a deer). The 100 
and 185 show motocross input in the 
slim gas tanks that taper at the rear to 
meet firm, narrow seats which permit 
easy movement. The DS series 
machines look cleaner with a narrower 
overall profile than models that 
preceded them in the same 
displacement categories. 

Engines in each displacement 
category produce quite adequate 
power for the cc's involved though in 
different, even surprising ways. The 
DS100, for instance, was very pipey for 
a learning bike. There was sufficient 
hill-climbing power only when the 
motor was working within the fairly 
narrow powerband. Outside the 
favored RPM range, the 100 produced 
enough torque to get riders of the 
appropriate size rolling on the flat 
trails, even at very low RPM. The 
peaky engine characteristic seemed to 
be noted more by the old, experienced 
riders who attempted to overtax the 
100's design intent than the ladies who 
motored about happily while learning 
to ride it. One recommendation: Make 
the DS100 a 123cc motorcycle. For 
riders under 125 Ibs., the DS100 works 
well. It has better trailbike attributes 
than a beginning rider might really 
need. 

The power characteristics of the 
DS185 engine may well be the best 
feature of the machine. The 183cc 
motor features crankcase reed valve 
induction as well as conventional 
piston porting. In fact, all of the DS 
bikes, including the 80, have the reed 
valve between carb and crankcase. 
The tuning choice for the 185 was for 
lots of tractable power at low rpm. 
The 185 felt slow on the road — like it 
needed to be more zippy. After riding 
it in the dirt and hills, though, it looks 
like Suzuki achieved an admirable 
compromise in the engine. It will go 











reasonably fast in the off-road 
application without using up lots of 
rpm in doing so. Since you aren't 
legal on the roads of most states with 
the minimal (but sanitary) lighting 
arrangement, most riders will only 
experience and appreciate the 
tractability of the machine. It was 
almost trials-like in rolling up to an 
obstacle at low speed, then lightening 
the front end with a twist of throttle. 
The abundance of low end power was 
more surprising than the lack of top 
end street-going speed. 

The 79cc motor of the DS80 makes it a 
very quick minibike. It accelerates 
hard with a kid-sized person in the 
saddle and does great long wheelies for 
the guys who should know better but 
show off anyhow. The engine is the 
same as found in Suzuki’s RM80 mini- 
motocrosser but carbureted with a 
20mm Mikuni. The littlest tester of 
our gang had no complaints and was 
certainly not shy about gassing it, even 
to popping a few mini-wheelies of his 
own. 

The suspensions worked well on all 
the machines if the right size rider was 
at the controls. Again, some residual 
racer influence is apparent in the 
shock mounting arrangements: 
cantilevered notably on the big bikes. 
The shocks themselves are 
conventional oil-damped Kayabas that 
worked fine in this application. The 
185 seemed especially well-balanced in 
its suspension. There was no severe 
pogo-ing or sideways twitches. Fork 
action was progressive and the fork 
bottomed only once during a very 
diverse set of riding conditions. The 
DS100 could benefit from a sturdier 
front fork: the tubes are quite skinny 
and fork action seems more confused. 

We will evaluate the suspension of 
the DS80 only in terms of it making 
the bike safe for a very young rider 
while fun. to ride off-road. It 
succeeded in accomplishing that and 
we therefore deem it a very good 
suspension design for intended use of 
the minibike. The bigger two 
machines have a measured 6.75 inches 
of front wheel travel and 3.5 inches of 
rear wheel travel. While those 








numbers are not impressive in an 
absolute sense, they are well-matched 
to the purpose of the machines and did 
not prove a restriction of any kind for 
even spirited blasts through the 
bushes. The DS80 provided four 
inches of fork travel and nearly three 
inches of up and down movement for 
the rear wheel. If the tightly wound 
shock springs didn’t coil bind so 
quickly, more than three inches would 
appear attainable. 

Riding position was comfortable for 
the correctly-sized rider on all three 
machines. The flat, low rise 
handlebars were very good for slow 
maneuvering on trails and between 
trees and weren't noticeably bad for 
any other type of riding including 
moderately fast fire-roading. The 
DS100, and especially the 185, 
incorporate very useful steering 
geometry. A rider could accomplish 
turns to the lock at walking speeds yet 
track around a tight, fast turn pretty 
darn well. At the speeds we were 
traveling, the steering was just 
excellent. That range should include 
most semi-normal peoples’ trailriding. 
They even set up nicely for controlled 
slides on the flat corners. 

The operating parts of all machines 
include oiled foam air cleaners, and 
oil injection from a separate tank 
rather than pre-mixing of fuel. All 
gearboxes have five speeds and no one 
encountered missed shift problems, 
That was kind of remarkable 
considering two of the riders were 
learning how to ride. There was a very 
postive feel to the shifter with a 
comfortable throw. Shifting seemed to 
take no getting used to for anyone in 
our spectrum of riders. All three 
gearboxes also permit primary kick 
starting which is just about essential 
for playbikes. 

The tidy little lights, front and rear, 
continue to work after bouncing 
around the boondocks and the 
headlight throws out a very reasonable 
spot of brightness for finding the truck 
or the trail after dusk. Long Forestry 
Service-approved spark arrestors are 
incorporated into the silencers on the 
high pipes. The resulting noise is 
civilized as the sound output of all off- 
road motorcycles must be if the breed 
is to survive. 

The tires on all the DS machines re 
real knobbies. IRC versions appeared 
on the trio we tested. The DS185 has a 
full 21-inch front wheel while the 100 
has a 19-inch. Orange plastic 
flexofenders are color-matched to the 
steel gas tanks. The tank capacity of 
the full-size bikes is just a few 
tablespoons over two gallons. The 
mini carries 1.3 gallons. 








around on a hard-packed fire road. 
The power of either machine didn't 
overtax the knobbies. The emphasis 
on low end power and the very light 
feel made the DS185 a whole lot of 
dirty fun to ride, if you were a big kid. 
Clearly, the DS100 was not meant to 
be ridden by those heavier than it is, 
which is about 178 lbs. wet and ready 
to go. The ladies loved it and it 
appeared to induce enough confidence 
to get them back on it more than once. 

We won't say the DS80 is kid-proof. 
We can say that our observations 
indicate the clutch, gearbox and 
suspension can stand up to what a 
good-sized eight-year-old boy dishes 
out, including an unscheduled flying 
leap into a ravine. Both bike and boy 
showed good form from launch to 
landing. 

The DS185 has a couple of other 
features that struck us as nice touches: 
a push-pull throttle and a big, serrated 
plastic knob on the carburetor to 
adjust the idle speed with your gloves 
on. 

We couldn't think of any other bikes 
that are designed, built and imported 
to the U.S. that are quite like these 
Suzukis. Despite the contradiction 
inherent in the term, they are serzous 
playbikes. They fill this need better 
than other Japanese 175s and 100s. 
They are not offering the performance 
of a KTM, either, but are about half 
the price of such a highly developed 
175. 

The DS185, especially, is a very 
efficient playbike that could hold its 
own in some more demanding usage. 
It is trustworthy for “Family style” 
enduros and would seem totally 
capable of carrying you through the 
creeks and woods. If it didn’t, it is light 
enough that you could carry, or push, 
it through. In fact,. those features are 
probably even more important for a 
fun-time trailbike than enduro 
considerations. 

The important thing, besides how 
well they do their job, particularly for 
the rider who may buy more than one 
DS is ease of maintenance and cost of 
operation. Our maintenance for a 
month consisted of checking gas and 
oil levels, cleaning and lubing the 
chain, and looking at the air filter. 
Maybe we should have done more but, 
in good conscience, the Suzukis did 
not need more. Suzuki recommends 
that their dealers retail the DS185, 
DS100, and DS80 for $825, $555, and 
$495 respectively. We believe the 
performance of the DS package 
exceeds the price asked for it in every 
displacement category. ө

Roden was on: his own. After a DNF, 
Roden commented that this sport is 
almost as rough as ice hockey where he 
has suffered a. broken nose and 
numerous other injuries. 

This was the race where Lance 
Tubbs and Billy Sabo beat the jinx 
that has plagued them with DNFs for 
the past five months. Sabo jumped out 
front until the fifth lap when Allen 
Sine took over the lead.

Bailey chases 
ghost, wins High 
Desert 100

BEND, OR, OCT. 23 

Clear skies greeted some 385 
riders as they lined up for the 
eighth annual High Desert 100 
that is held 20 miles east of Bend, 


Ore. Copious amounts of rain three 
weeks earlier were hard to believe 
today with great amounts of dust. The 
drought in Oregon is not over yet. 
Members of the Cascade M.C. are 
now putting a starting check on all the 
helmets. Just prior to the start, you 
could hear a sage rat sneeze. Then the 
banner dropped and about 350 of the 
385 bikes roared into life and headed 
for the smokebomb three miles away. 
In a few minutes the remaining riders 
prod their mounts into action. After 
the smokebomb it was pretty fast going 
for about a mile and then they headed 
up a rocky road. A couple of miles of 
dodging rocks and then back out on 
WFO desert again, through a big 
culvert under the highway and then it 
starts getting rough. A trials rider 


would have been right at home for the 
next few miles; rocks, rocks and more 
rocks. 

At this point a past High Desert 
winner, Dale Demaris, was leading by 
at least two or three minutes. A big 
rock jumped out in front of him and 
"pow," instant flat tire. He pulled off 
the trail and hid behind the trees as 
eventual winner Ken Bailey went by. 
Bailey was heard to say at the 50-mile 
point, "Where is that Demaris? I 
haven't even seen his dust for miles!" 
Bailey had really been pushing his 390 
Husky trying to catch Demaris, when 
Demaris pulled off 38 miles back! 

The first 50-miles were rockpiles, 
fun roads, fast roads, and some real 
fun trails. The second 50 miles went 
south up into the pine tree country of 
the Deschutes National Forest. Last 
year the entire High Desert 100 was 
held on USFS. Many riders voiced 
disapproval, so it was moved back to 
the desert for the start-finish-gas with 
about 30 miles of running up in the 
pine country. This year there were no 
killer hills, no bad bottlenecks, just 
fun riding as can be attested to in the 
fact that 265 riders finished, the 
highest percentage of any “High 
Desert.” In an attempt to make a 
different course that hadn’t been 
ridden to death, the sponsoring club 
used some trails that had not been 
used for a couple of years and some 
roads that had never been raced on. 
With all the BLM restrictions, that is 
sometimes difficult. 

A lot of familiar names were in the 
top 20. ISDT veteran Ken Maahs 
finished fourth overall. Dusty Coppage 
copped a 16th overall position. As was 
mentioned earlier, Ken Bailey of 
Kennewick, WA picked up the overall 
win, two trophies and $100 cash. Ted 
Lafon was second overall on a Yamaha 
and a local rider, Joe McCormick of 
Redmond was third and first 250 
Expert on a Yamaha. The 200 class 
should be renamed, the “IT 175 
Yamaha class.” Another local rider, 
Hank Court (Bend) recently switched 
to a 400 IT and won the Old Timers 
class. Going down the finisher list, 
reads like a combined effort of 
Husqvarna and Yamaha. One Greeves 
finished, at least two Kaws, one or two 
Bultacos and quite a few Suzukis. 

The Cascade M.C. asked dealers 
around the state for donations to give 
to the riders. The response from 
dealers was great and quite a few 
things were thrown to the guys and 
gals during the rider's meeting. Then 
the rest was saved and after the 
trophies ran out (30% to amateurs 
and 50% to experts), the finishers got
